There is, indeed, a growing feeling in the 
most philanthropic minds that capital 
punishment should be entirely abolished; 
and indeed it is now among the * cruelties 
of the past in many states of the Union. 
We are inclined to the belief that hanging 
should be abolished. 
The records show 
that in states where capital punlahment 
is a thing of the past murders are not 
committed more frequently than In state» 
where the principle of murder for mur­ 
der. for it is in fact revenge, continues on 
the statue books. 
The principle U that 
when a man commits murder the author • 
ities also commit murder; though it be 
accomplished in a legal way, the latter 
fact does not in the least alter the case. 
But this is a subject too fruitful of 
thought for the space we are allotted in 
the E v e ning T e l e gr ap h and so we will 
not now attempt to elaborate on it furth­ 
er at present.

TALKED OUT IN MEETING. 


SHERMAN OPENS FIRE ON THE PRES­ 
IDENT'S POSITION. 


He Gives the Kepubllcan View o f the 
Question as to K x ecutive Prero g ative — 
Weaver Gets a Chance at the Natio nal 
Hanks—liusiness In Cong ress. 


W as h ing t o n C ity , Feb. 
0.—The resolu­ 
tion introduced by Eustis of Louisiana, 
Monday , inquiring why the sub-treasury at 
New Orleans refused to receive silver dol­ 
lars, broug ht up an entirely different ques­ 
tion. 
In ex plaining his resolution Eustis 
said it had been the custom for the mer­ 
chants of the states that were dependent in 
their business with the United States on the 
New Orleans sub-treasury , to deposit silver 
dollars there and receive certificates, and 
that the refusal of the sub-treasurer to con­ 
tinue this custom was a hardship on those 
merchants, 
Chase asked whether Eustis meant that 
merchants had refused to tako silver dollars 
for debts, or that they had refused to sell 
merchandise for it? 
Eustis replied that ho understood they 
were taking silver dollars only at a dis­ 
count. 
Teller spoke ag ainst tho policy of the sec­ 
retary of thf* treasury with reg ard to silver. 
‘•Who,” inquired Teller, “ is the secretary 
of the treasury , that ho should stand up and 
thwart the the deliberate law of cong ress? 
Where did ho g et his training ,that ho should 
say : 
‘T possess all tho knowledg e and wis­ 
dom of this g overnment of finances, and no 
matter what the leg islative department may 
nay , I Ittnw what is g ood for the country ? ’ 
The administration had shut the mint to 
silver and barred tho treasury to it, and 
then sai l they did not betlevo the people 
wanted silver. 
Men bad Iwen hung before 
now for d< : a mg tho coin, I « cause they had 
cheated the ¡« ople, y et hero was a ease of a 
g overnment debasing its own coin. ’ 
Sherman, while discussing Eustis’ resolu­ 
tion, remarked that treasury officials had 
no rig ht to refuse ti g rocor or any citizen 
silver certificates for silver dollars, when 
Morrill inquir d: “ Can he ask them for tin ir 
‘reasons’:" 
This at once started a long dis 
cussion relating to ex ecutive appointments 
and th" rig id "f the senate to information 
respecting ¡c nova’s of federal officeholders, 
and Hhei i v:r. branched off on this subject 
and in the routvo of his remarks said: 
“ Nobody pr< » poses to control the ex ercise 
of the president’s discretion. 
lie is as inde­ 
pendent ns wo arc. 
J ilit he must not con­ 
trol our discretion. 
Ho must not prevent us 
from having the same sources of information 
that he has. 
He makes the nomination. 
Whv did he make that nomination? 
Was 
the bid incumbent an unfit man, a corrupt 
man, a thief, a defaulter, or the like.' 
Uur 
discretion must bo enlig htened by all tho in­ 
formation that the president has. 
i 
say , 
therefore, that we have the rig ht to call for 
that information. 
At tho same time we 
should be, to tho president, alway s cour­ 
teous, and if l:o should g ive any reason for 
withholding a paper (for ex ample, because 
it was marked ‘confidential’) 1 should not 
object to that. 
If there aro patters not 
meant for the public ey e, and be should 
choose to withhold that as a matt r of con­ 
fidence, f w ould say that that was probably 
a case for tho ex ercise of discretion. 
If bo

London, Feb. 0.—A surging mob had 
possession of part of London Monday . 
A 
workingmen’s meeting had been advertised 
to take place a t Trafalgar square, and about 
15,000 men gathered there, ostensibly to sta te 
the case of tho unemploy ed of this great 
city , many of whom are living oa relief 
funds which g ive them nine pence per weok. 
The whole space about the Nelson monu­ 
ment was packed with people, and the pedes­ 
ta l of the monument was ascended by a man 
named Burns, who was the Socialist candi­ 
date for parliament a t the recent elec 
tion 
a t 
Nottingham. 
Ho made an ad 
dress which 
was 
full 
of 
communistic 
doctrines, 
and 
proceeded 
to 
read 
the 
resolutions. 
These denounced “ the authors 
of the present distress in England;” de­ 
manded that parliament start public works 
to g ive employ ment and bread to the teas 
of thousands of deserving men who were out 
of work through no fa ult of their own, but 
because of had government: declared th^t 
it was tho duty of the government to afford 
every fa cility for the employ ment of Brit­ 
ish capital a t homo for the British people, 
and to give British enterprise preference 
over foreign; and assorted that the time had 
arrived for parliament to earnestly legislate 
for the relief of the depression in the Eng­ 
lish agricultural industry . 
Tho resolutions 
also demanded an immediate appointment 
of a minister of commerce and a minister of 
agriculture, and concluded with tho resolve 
tha t copies should be forwarded to Mr. 
Gladstone, Lord Salisbury , Mr. Parnell and 
the board of public works. 
The reading of tho resolutions was accom­ 
panied by tierce comment and short ex­ 
planatory speeches by the various orators 
who stood with Burns. 
Some of these 
orators went so far as to warn the govern­ 
ment that, although the 
“ starving me­ 
chanics” of London were now attemping to 
draw attention to their needs by quiet and 
peaceful agitation, they were bound to get 
bread and would get it by attacking the 
bakers’ shops next, if tbo government did 
not come to their relief. 
Burns, himself, in 
one of these side speeches, denounced the 
present houso of commons as a body of 
landlords aiul capitalists for whom hanging 
was too good. 
He also declared tha t the 
people had assembled to summon parliament 
to relieve tho distress of the Brish working­ 
man ; that the people wanted tho question 
settled at once and peacefully , if possible, 
otherwise revolution was inevitable. 
At this point tho mob grew so excited 
that the police made a charge and dragged 
Ikirns and his assistants down from tho 
pedestal, and then a move was made by the 
crowd to leave the square. 
The Socia lists 
portion formed in a body and marched 
through Piccadilly , 
Regent 
and Oxford 
streets, smashing the windows of the houses 
along tho route. 
On arriving in front of 
the war o ffie some of tho leaders made a 
rush as if to enter, hut were deterred by 
the threatening attitude of tho sentry sta­ 
tioned there, who brought his bay onet to a 
charge. 
Several shops along tho line of 
march were looted by the mob, and win 
dow3 of tho Devonshire club and of tho 
houses of Mr. Arnold Morley , the new pat­ 
ronage 
secretary , 
and 
other 
private 
dwellings were smashed. 
Peaceable citizens sought refugtf from the 
mob by fleeing into stores and houses. 
Tho 
police* appeared to be utterly powerless. 
Several of their 
number wore severely 
handled by the rioters. 
The mob cam© to a 
halt at Hy de Park, where another meeting 
was held. 
Socialists and other speakers addressed 
tho mooting, using the most violent and 
abusive language against the government 
The chief sufferers from the violence of 
the mob woro the residents and shopkeepers 
of North an l South Audiey streets and Ox­ 
ford street, though cousiderable damage was 
done in other localities. * Probably 200 shops 
aiul a dozen clubs sustained more or leas in­ 
jury , and about fifty shops were pillaged. 
These included jewelers, bakers, butchers 
and wine shops. 
Hundreds of inoffensive 
people wero maltreated. 
Tho police were at 
nrst powerless to make headway against tho 
crowd, which for a time virtually (lid as it 
pi a e 1, and order was ultimately restored 
only by breaking the ranks of the rioters, 
separating them into small squads and *1h- 
jcrsia g them. 
The military has l>een under 
arm-* since nightfall, and w ill remain so. 
Tho poliej arc patrolling the streets, and 
there is not tho slightest indication that 
tiiere will be a renewal of the outbreak.

P ittsb u rg ,

9.—The most serious 
outbreak since the g rea t strike of the miners 
and coke-drawer* of the ConneUsville region 
began just before noon Monday in the vi­ 
cinity of Broad Ford sta tion, on the Ba lti­ 
more & Ohio road, fifty miles from this 
city . 
Six hundred strikers came marching 
down the hill into the town, en route to the 
g reat mass meeting a t Scottdale. 
They be­ 
gan to y ell as soon as they g ot in sig ht of 
the Henry Clay works of 
Frink & Co. 
About twenty -five men w ere a t work there 
all of whom w ent into the tipple except the 
y a rd boa» , Peter Soisson, and Arthur W y a tt 
and a Frtnch-Canadian who w*e beaten a 
week 
ago 
by 
strikers 
a t the Mor­ 
g an works. 
Ey e-witnesses sa y the trouble 
was commenced by the Canadian, wliose 
first bullet brought down an Ita lia n from 
the Trotter works, Michael Saggi. 
The 
strikers returned the fire, when several 
deputies who were in the tipple opened on 
the crowd with their revolvers. The strikers 
retreated without further loss, and carried 
Sag g i to Dr. J . S. Ragan’l office. Then they 
held a consultation a few y ards from the 
company ’s stare, and decided to go back 
a fter the man who had shot S a g g i

was not the man who fired the shot, 
son, who was Covered with blood, was taken 
to the company ’s office at the store and 
cared for. 
Ho is not fa ta lly hurt.

strikers next turned their attention to A r­ 
thur W y a tt, whom they beat until he took 
refuge in Ragan’s drug store. 
He molified 
them by sa y ing that tho Freneh-Canadian 
(whose name can not be learned) fired the 
shot which 
brought Saggi down.

strikers directed their footsteps. 
Tho men 
had concealed themselves in the slope, and 
the deputy sheriffs had fled.

to creep up, the twenty -five men in tho

out, 
several

scorched. 
The fire destroy od the tipple and 
engine-house of the Henry Clay works, the 
boiler-house of the Yough, 
and partly 
burned several cars which 
wero standing 
on the Baltimore & Ohio road under the 
tipple. 
The loss is estimated from $7,000 to 
$10,000, but this is only an estimate, as the 
company refuses to g ive any further in­ 
formation concerning the matter.

BLOODSHED AT SEATTLE. 


The Mol» F ired U pon by tlie M ilitia a nd 
T hree W ounded. 
Portland , Ore., Feb. 
9.—Seattle 
has 
been intensely excited since early Sunday 
morning when the attempt was mad i to 
force the Chinese aboard the ship Queen Pa 
ciflc. 
Monday morning the Chinamen wero 
summoned before J udge Green and told 
that they could remain and would be pro­ 
tected by the government, or sail on the 
Queen. 
One hundred and ninety -five left; 
their passage being paid by the anti-coolies. 
All will leave this week. 
In the afternoon, 
while the militia were marching through 
the streets, the anti-Chinese attempted to 
take their guns. 
The militia opened fire, 
wounding threo, one mortally . 
Five of the 
leaders wero put under arrest. 
The firing 
into the crowd only served to anger the 
p*x>ple, but it is thought further bloodshad 
will not occur. 
Tho m ilitia are patrolling 
Chinatown where the Chinese have lieen 
collected under protection. 
The success of the expulsion would have 
been sure lia 1 the anti-Chinese furnished tho 
Chinese with ample transportation, and nc 
one would have been hurt. 
Tho intention 
was to have a peaceful expulsion, the same 
a* (Tacoma. 
The city is now doubly 
guarded, an« l no further trouble is feared. 
The Chinese of Portland are celebrating 
their New Year peaceably , but all who give 
them employ ment are threatened with being 
boy cotted. 
The boy cott is being applied to 
The Oregonian, th** newspaper organ of the 
Chinos * six companies. 
At 3:3(J the situation had assumed 30 
alarming a phase tha t Governor Squire is­ 
sued a proclamation declaring the city under 
martial law and assuming military com­ 
mand.

board of oklermen, for a nomiaal sum, a 
franchise for & surfs« » railroad through 
Broadway , for which others stood ready to 
g ive the city $2,000,000. Mr. Sharp assumed 
the role of a very innocent and illitera te 
person* who knows very little about books, 
papers or accounts. 
His check book was a 
curiosity . 
The stubs contain simply the 
dates on which checks were drawn, but state 
no amount, nor to whom checks were made 
pay able. 
When Mr. Conkling had glanced 
at the stub-book, he remarked: 
“ I don't think I will ever find out a ny 
more.” 
Mr. ¡Sharp smiled a very innocent 
smile. 
The examination was prolonged, but 
very little information was elicited, as Mr. 
Sharp swoio tha t though he handled millions 
of money y ea rly , he kept no books and 
scarcely any accounts. 
Mr. Conkling went over the stubs with 
Mr. Sharp again, but could not g et him to 
remember to whom certain amounts were 
paid. 
Even in the case of items as large as 
$155,899 and $200,902, Mr.|Sharp failed tc re­ 
member* where the money went. 
Ho ad­ 
mitted that his methods were careless and 
was willing to bet tb it he overdrew his bank 
accounts oftener than a ny other man in 
New York.' “ Its because I give checks 
wherever I happen to be,” ho explained. 
“ 1 don’t see,” he said with engaging frank­ 
ness, “ what names on a check is good for. 
If I owe a man money all right, and 1 hand 
him over a check all right, and he collects 
it, I don’t see what y ou want a lot of names 
on it for. 
I use to put names on when I 
was in the lumber business, but since I got 
into railroading so 
heavy I have jest 
drapped it and. mado ’em as simple as possi­ 
ble.” 
He added that ho kept no other book* 
of an}’ sort than these. 
“ Except,” ho said, “ I alius carry a slip of 
paper in my poek« 3t to put dowm amount: 
on, and wtaon I g it it full I fling it aw'ay . 
Here’s one on ’em now'; do y ou want to see 
it, Air. Conkling? ” 
The witness seemed grievod and astonished 
a t the laughter evoked by this speech. “ You 
diffuse them as much as possible, don’t y ou? ’’ 
suggested Mr. Conkling.
